The California Poll reports disturb- 
ingly that Proposition 24 has consider- 
able support among the voters. Of the 
registered voters polled, 66% were for 
it, 17% against it and 17% undecided. 

Proposition 24, also called the Fran- 
cis Amendment after its assemblyman- 
author, is an omnibus amendment to 
the State Constitution aimed against 
Communist subversion in California. 
Its intention is admirable, but the 
means it proposes for combatting Com- 
munists or other subversives are dan- 
gerous. If it were passed, its enforcers 
might very well burn the barn to de- 
stroy the rats—the barn being the pro- 
: tective covering of the 
Burning rights of us all. 
the Barn Last spring The 

Times urged people to 
read this amendment through before 
they signed the initiative petition. We 
urge them now to read it before they 
vote for it. We are sure that many peo- 
ple who signed the petition and others 
who now favor the proposition are not 
aware of the amendment’s pernicious 
sections. In reporting how the voters 
stand on it, Mervin D. Field, director 
of the California Poll, said: 

“It is important to note that none of 
these (dangerous) provisions of the 
amendment is spelled out on the ballot. 
As the voters will see it, the amend- 
ment is described only as being a 
measure to control subversive activi- 
ties.” 


His poll was based on the ballot 
wording and Field expressed the hope 
that the voters will change their views 
“when the pros and cons of the meas- 
ure receive more widespread public dis- 
cussion.” 

The time is getting short. There is 
only a month left in which the voters 
can find out what is wrong, dead 
‘wrong, with the amendment. The worst 
of it, we think, is in Section 3, and 
here it is: 

If an organization is found to he a 
Communist-action organization or a 
Communist-front organization as de- 
fined in Section 2 of this article by an 
Appellate or Superior Court, or by the 
grand jury of any county in this state, 
or by the attorney general of the state 
of California, or by any court, officer, 
board, commission, agency or other 
body of the government of the United 
States making such a finding pursuant

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to law under a substantially similar 
definition, such organization shall be 
deemed to be a Communist organiza- 
tion for the purpose of this article. 

This means among other things that 
an organization can in effect be con- 
victed of being Communist by the dec- 
laration of any grand jury. After the 
grand jury finding, the organization 
and its members are subject to the stiff 
penalties set forth in other parts of the 
amendment. 

There could hardly be anything more 
un-American than this astounding sec- 
tion. A grand jury is nothing like a trial 
jury. And although every American 
has the right to a trial by jury and con- 
frontation by his accusers, the grand 
jury “finding” of Section 3 would can- 
cel that right. A grand jury’s function 
is to present criminal accusations to 
the courts or report on other investiga- 
tions to appropriate officials. It does 
not “try” an accused person, or organ- 
ization, or confront him with his accus- 
ers; that is not its business, Yet Sec- 
tion 3 would confer on the grand jury 
the power to wreck reputations and de- 
stroy careers. Everyone knows that 
grand jury indictments often fail for 
lack of evidence in a trial court; yet 
Section 3 would give the grand jury the 
last word: it could accuse, try, convict 
and subject its victim to automatic sen- 
tence. 


We must not have.this here. There 


‘are plenty of anti-Communist laws in 


California. Experts who have analyzed 
the Francis Amendment say that most 
of its provisions already stand in the 
statutes. What the amendment adds is 
intolerable to free 
Intolerable men. We said last 
to the Free spring that “there is 
plenty of room to 
harry Communists out of public life and 
employment without doing violence to 
the fundamental processes of justice. 
When we attempt to do that we under- 
mine our own personal liberties.” 
Those who want further guidance 
after reading the amendment can find 
it in the admirable Ballot Measure Re- 
port published by Town Hall last 
month, Arguments pro and con are 
given. One of the latter concludes: 
“This measure is more likely to handi- 
cap our democratic system than pre- 
serve it.”
